teen children. She was 4 preacher's 
daughter and extremely religious.

Then, suddenly, Anne Hutchinson 
lost favor. For Anne, like Joan of 
Arc, had her. voices. The Puritan 
held the Scriptures to be the only 
possible medium of Divine revela 
tion, and when this temerous wom- 
ap claimed for herself direct rev- 
elations from on high, she invited 
a storm of disapproval. Followed 
a long and heart-breaking trial, at 
which she parried accusations and 
theological argument with wit and 
skill. But she ended her defense 
with a long speech demanding: ber 
right to her personal revelations. 
and her cause was lost. 
* Anne was banistied from Boston 
and with nine of ner children and 
her faithful busband, who to the 
last persisted in calling her a “dear 
saint of God,” retreated to Aquid- 
neck, an island near Providence, 
R. 1. There her husband died, and 
she set out again, settling first on 
Long Island and tater tn what Is 
“now Winchester county, New York. 
Here, in a Dutch settlement against 
which the Indians were making re 
current forays, Anne Hutchinson 
and al) her children but one were 
killed in a massacre.

Down Deep in the Ground 
Ontario’s gold is found in veins 

of white quartz which dip sharply 
and deeply into the ground. No one 
knows how far down some of them 
go—several -have been followed a 
mile straight down. The term 
“vein” is misleading: a vein in min- 
ing is not a tube, But ‘a flat plane, 
Tilt a layer cake on an angle and 
cut it in half and one will have a 
rough diagram of a gold mine, The 
filling is a veln imbedded in the bar- 
ren waste of dough. Once a vein 
ig discovered, it may be ensy to fol- 
low. The bright white quarts stands 
sharply out against the darker coun- 
try rock.» One may or. may not see 
gold‘ in it,

eatablished, deep: gold mining ‘ts 
more of an industrial than a specu- 
lative enterprise—a simple engineer-

Grew: Out:of Famous Riot 


'The invention of the toothbrush 
‘| gtew out of the famous Gordon riots 
of 1780, according to the ‘Interna- 
| tional Nickel’ Company Bolletin. _ 
. Willlam Addis, the inventor, who- 
was being sought as an alleged par- 
ticipant in the riots, hid in the home 
of a teather tanner, where he 
amused himself by carving bone, at 
that time a fashionablé art 

The cleaning of teeth was then 
a crude operation, the process be- 
ing carried out by a single twig 
which was shaped like a.chisel,-an@ 
rubbed over the teeth with an up 
and-down motion. This method is: 
used evén now in the Mvbammedan- 
countries where mimosa or quashia 
twigs are habitually employed for .

Addis wanted something better, 80- 
he bored a few holes in a piece of 
bone, cut some hairs from the tail 
of the nearest cow hide, thrust these 
into the holes and thus became the 
maker of the first toothbrush. 

Toothbrush handles are generally 
made from celluldid, the article says, 
and some 20 operations are re 
quired to-produce the modern prod- 
uct. The bristles are mainly ob- 
tained from Siberian pigs. the most 
valuable type of bristles being ob- 
tained from wild pigs, whose hair 
is both long and stiff.”
